There are undoubtedly any aumber 


of boys who havo a*do^, but no liea- 
nel to keep' hiai in. Almost any ,ktnd 
of kennel, people think, will do for a 
dog, go long as it. affords him a place 
:o sleep in and protection from the 
rain and cold. If he gets a big dry 
goods box with a hole in one end large 
enough for him to go through he Is 
better off than the average of his race, 
but'a fiennfel"niiSe*especially 'for Mis 
use is much better, and it can easily 
be nmde in half a day. 


Its size will depend, of course, on the 


size of your dog, but for a canine of 
medium she a -box 36 inches long, 22 
inches wide and 32 inches high from 
the ground to the roof peak will give 
ample room. If it is made larger or 
smaller, the same relative proportions 
should be maintained. 


First make the front and back with 


peaked tops, then the side and bottom. 
In the front cut the entrance hole and 
be sure to have it large enough. Don't 
force your" dog to squeeze and scrape 
every time he crawls in or out. This 
opening should be marked with a com- 
pass and cut with a keyhole saw to 
obtain the curved line. Above it,, in 
the peak, bore four holes and with the 
same saw cut away the wood between 
them, as shown in the picture, so as to 
make a ventilator lor dogs as well as 
other animals need pure air. The back 
can be treated In a similar mannen, so 
that a circulation of air can be had. " 


Now nail- tho Bides to the bottom, 


and the front and back to the bottom 
and sides. Between the two peaks nail 
a strip of wood to form a ridge pole, 
against which the upper ends of the 
board forming the roof are to be nailed.

If 
necessary a door may be fitted to close 
the hole in front at night, so as to keep 
the dog warmer in winter, but you 
must never forget to open it in the 
morning, as it would be very disagree- 
able for a dog to be shut in so small 
a place when he is awake. 
If it Is 


thought desirable to paint the kenne' 
the nail holes should be puttied up and 
the entire outside treated to severa' 
successive coats. A light colored paint 
is best. 


Always place plenty of straw on the 


floor of the kennel to make a soft bed 
for your dog. He will be more grate- 
ful to you in his canine way than you 
have any idea of.

Washington, July 5.—Surgeon-Gen- 


eral Sternberg lias returned to "Wash- 
ington after an extended trip through 
the South and West. While absent 
(Jen. Sterubei'g inspected the new 
model camp at San Francisco, where 
the volunteers returning from the Phil- 
ippines -will be detained until mustered 
out 
Col. Greenleaf of the Medical I>e- 


pnrtmeut has had charge of the con- 
struction of the camp, and Gen. Stern- 
berg reports that It excels any other 
camp ever constructed in this country. 
The sanitary arrangements are almost 
perfect. The sinks and kitchens are 
separated, and Sibley tents, each with 
a stove, have been erected for the re- 
turning Midlers. Eight men will be 
assigned to a tent and each will have 
a separate cot. 
In addition to the regular camp, 


there is ready for occupation a deten- 
tion camp on Angel Island which will 
nccoiuodate 1,000 men in case it is nec- 
essary to quarantine any ship. The 
regular ramp will accommodate 4,000 
volunteers at one time, but in addition 
to this there is a camp where recruits 
nre quartered, and this could be 
thrown open to ihe returning troops. 
A now hospital lias also been con- 
structed, which, with the old hospital, 
will furnish room for 1,000 bods. A 
large number of physicians and nurses 
have already been ordered to these 
hospitals for duty, and more are iu 
readiness to respond to any emergency 
call. 
An Important part of (len. Rtern- 


foersr's trip was to Prescott, Ariz., and 
Fort Bayard, N. M. For several years 
the Commissioners having in charge 
the National Soldiers' Home at Well- 
ington have been anxious to secure a 
suitable place for the establishment 
of a tuberculosis sanitarium for dis- 
charged soldiers. 
At a meeting of the Commission sev- 


eral months as;o Gen. Sternberg was 
authorized to visit Presrott. Ariz., and 
Fort Bayard, N. M., and report to the 
Secretary of War the suitability of 
either of these places for such a san- 
itarium. After an inspection of each 
place Gen. Sternberg decided to recom- 
mend Fort Bayard, N. M. Fort Bay- 
ard has accommodation for six com- 
panies of infantry, but is occupied at 
this time by only one company. The 
climate there is in every way suitable 
to tuberculosis patients, and Gen. 
Sternberg will urge that the unused 
quarters of the fork bo remodelled and 
fitted up for occupancy by consump- 
tive soldiers. 


Surgeon-Gen. Wymnn of the Marine 


Service recently selected Fort Stauton, 
N. M.. for n similar sanitarium for dis- 
charced consumptives from the navy 
and the marine service, but Fort Bay- 
ard will have the advantage over Fort 
Stanton of railroad facilities, being on 
the line of the railroad, Fort Stanton 
being several miles from the station 
and accessible only by stage.

covery of a large tumor, which, accord- 
ing to the physicians in attendance, 
would have caused Mr. Foster's death 
iu a short time. Mr. Foster has left 
for Cleveland^ taking the photograph 
with him. and with it as a guide he 
will 1u» operated on in a Cleveland 
hospital. 
The apparatus used in taking the 


picture consisted of a rubber tube an 
eighth of an inch in diameter and 
about three feet ions. At the end of 
the tube is a rubber bulb, the Avails of 
which are as thin as It Is possible to 
inako them, giving the bulb when in- 
flsited the appearance of n toy l*tlloon. 
The interior of the bulb is coated with 
a photographic emulsion and nets as 
the plate on vhich the picture is taken. 
The patient is made to p-w allow the

Infancy to their days of power, and 
then with the railroad when it was 
finally completed through to the Pa- 
cific, and now in other business, to look 
ba£k on those earlier and at last 
equally happy days has been Mr. Shan, 
noa's experience. 


"Staging now is not what it was in 


the early days," he continued. "The 
trouble now is that, whenever a stage 
line begins to pay, a railroad is built, 
and the stages have to move further 
off into the newer sections of the coun- 
try. 
I took a rldo up through Okano- 


gan county to the British Columbia 
line, a short time ago, on the stages in 
operation there, and it was one of the 
worst experiences I ever had. 
The 


stages are little more than mere wag- 
ons—not the easy-going, six to twelve- 
horse teamed, luxurious coaches, with 
accommodations for any number up to 
thirty-six, tbat we had in Montana. 
The roads are bad, and one jolts along 
over tbe trails, expecting every mo- 
ment tbat the next will be his last, and 
arrives at his destination thoroughly 
exhausted.

"But in the old days we had stages. 


Equipment* is the- word for their fur- 
nishings. 
They were as luxurious as 


It was possible to make them. 
They 


rode like rocking chairs. On our lines, 
running from Mandan to Missoula, and 
from Corlnne over in Idaho to Helena, 
by way of Deer Lodge, the coaches had 
accommodations for eighteen, twenty- 
four and thirty-six, and were driven by 
teams of six to twelve horses. 
It was 


a matter of 'get there' with them. They 
had the mall contracts, and were re- 
ceiving $364 for every mile they car- 
ried 600 pounds of -baggage and ?150 for 
each extra 160 pounds. 
They had a. 


monopoly of that traffic and that was 
what caused the star route investiga- 
tion in 3884. 
The coaches could carry 


4,000 pounds of express and the same 
amount of mall and baggage, besides 
their passenger lists.

The roads were all 


good and hard through all kinds of 
weather, and the horses could fairly 
fly. There was money in. staging then 
The Gil man-Salisbury company is said 
to have made $16,000,000 out of their 
stage lines, and I guess that Is true. The 
mail contracts and the heavy passen- 
ger lists, to say nothing of the 
ex> 


press, made the profits count up. There 
were several hold-ups by road agents 
in those days, but as far as I can re- 
member—and I was connected with the 
lines during the 70s and early 80s— 
we never lost any bullion. 


"Montana has only three stage lines 


left now, and these run through rich 
agricultural 
districts. 
Cattle and 


sheep ranches are abundant, and the 
lines are doing a good business. 
In a 


few years the railroads will become 
jealous of them, if they are not now, 
and build through their districts. Then 
the stage line* will be only a matter 
of history. 


"In Oregon and* Washington there 


are a few stage lines, but the day for 
staging has gone," concluded Mr. Shan-
